Washington, May 4.—The 
senate 


committee of 
foreign relations has 


concluded the consideration of the bill 
for the reorganization of the consular 
service and agreed to report as a sub- 
stitute for the original senate bill a 
measure prepared by the state de- 
partment. 
The bill provides a sys- 


tem of examination for consuls, con- 
suls general and commercial agents, 
but exempts vice consuls and vice con- 
suls general, deputies and consular 
agents from its requirements. These 
latter officials are to be appointed as 
heretofore under 
-executive 
regula- 


tions. Under the bill there are to be 
two consuls general of the first class 
-who are to receive $10,000 each per an- 
num, 
eight of the second class at ?8,- 


000. thirteen of the third class at 56^- 
000, 
and thirteen of the fourth class 


at $5,500. 
Of consuls there are to be 


thirty-seven of the first class at sala- 
ries of .$5,000 each, thirty-five of the 
second- class at salaries of $4,000, six- 
ty of tho third class at $3,000, forty of 
the fourth class at $2,500, thirty of the 
fifth class at $2,000 and fifty of the 
.sixth class-at $1,SOO. All fees received 
by those in the consular service ex- 
cept consular agents are to be paid in- 
to the treasury.

fication is to be made within one year.
